HE 2oth of July, Mr. Recorder accord- 

ing to Order, reported from the Com- 

mittee of the whole Houfe of Commons 

appointed to take into Confideration 

the Strate of the Nation, That they 
had come to feveral Refolutions in the Matter to them 
referred which he read in his place and after de- 
livered in at the Table where the fame were again 
read and are as follows. 

Refolved, That ic is the Opinion of this Com- 
mittee, That by the Death of John Lord Cutts on 
the 26ch Day of January laft this Kicgdcom became 
deftitute of a Chief Governour refiding within the 
fame till the 15th Day cf February following. 

Refolv’d, That ic is the Opinion of this Commitree 
that no Writts to Summon the Council to Elect a 
Juftice purfuant to the Stature of the 33d of King 
Henry the 8ch, Entituled an Act for the Election of 
the Lord Juftice were Ifued by Sir Richard Cox 
late Lord Chancellor of Ireland, from the 26th of 
January, 1706. On which day the Kingdom be- 
came Deftitute of a Chief Governour Refiding with- 
in the fame till the 15th of February 1706. At which 
time the Lord Primate and ‘he faid Sir Richard Cox 
were Conftituted Lords Juftices under the great Seal 
of this Kingdom. 

Refoved , That it is the Opinion of this Com- 
mitte. That it was and is the Indifpenfable Duty 
of the Lord Chancellor, or Keeper of the Great Seal 
for the time being, when the Kingdom is defticute of 
a Lieutenant, Deputy or other Chief Governour re- 
fiding within this Kingdom, immediarely to Iffue 
Writs to Summon the Council to Elect a Chief Go- 
vernour purfuant to the Statute of tke 33d of King 
Henry the 8th, Eatituled an Act for the Ejgction of 
the Lord Juftice. 

To which Refolutions , the Queftion being fev2- 
tally put the Houfe did agree. 

The 30th, Mr. Secretary Dodington informed the 
Houfe, That he was commanded by his Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant, to acquaint the Houfe, that 
Her Majefty bad been pleafed to return a moft Gra- 
cious anfwer to the Addrefs of this Houfe, which he 
Read in his place, and after deliver’d in at the Ta- 
ble, and the fame was again read by Mr. Speaker, 
and is as followeth.

HE R Majefty returns Her hearty Thanks to the 

Houfe of Commons for their Addrefs, They 
may be affured that nothing fhall be wantirg on Her 
part, to make the Union of all Her Subjects as Ex- 
tenfive as is poffible, and Her Majefty is very Glad 
to find they are fo well fatisfy’d with Her Endea- 
Vours for their advantage and happynefs. 

Ordered, That Her Majefty’s moft Gracious An- 
{wer to che Addrefs of this Houfe be entered in the 
Journal of this Houfe. 


Ordered, That a Committee be appointed to pre- 
pare an Addrefs of Lhanks to Her Majefty, for Her 
Majefty’s moft Gracious Anfwer to the Addrefg of 
ae Houfe, and a Committe was appointed aecord- 
ingly. 

Refoived, Thatehe Thanks of this Houfe be gi- 
ven by the Speaker to the Committee, appointed to 
Infpect and Examine the Publick Accounts of the 
Nation, for their great Care, and Faithful, and Dili- 
gent difcharge of the Truft repofed in them. 

And accordingly Mr. Speaker gave the Thanks of 
the Houfe to Mr. Conelly Chairman and the reft of 
the Gentlemen of the faid Commitice. 


The 31ft Mr. Secretary Dodington reported from 
the Committee the Addrefs of Thanks to Her Ma- 
jefty tor Her moft gracious Anfwer co the Addrefs 
of this Houfe ; and the fame was agreed to with an 
Amendmen:. as follows. 

To the Queen’s moft excellent Majefty. 
The humble Addrefs of the Knights, Citizens, and 

Burgeffes in Parliament affembled. 

May it pleafe your Majefty. 
It was with the higheft Satisfaction, we your 

Majefty’s dutiful and loyal Subjeés the Com- 
mons of Ireland receiv’d your Majetty’s moft gra- 
cious An{fwer to our humble Addrefs. 

The Affurance your Majefty has been pleafed to 
give us, that nothing fhall be wanting on your Part, 
to make the Union of all your Subjects as extenfive 
as is poffible, has infpir’d us with Hopes of an Ad- 
dition to the many 'Bleffings we enjoy under your 
Majefty’s moft Aufpicious Reign. 

And obliges us to give freth Affurances to your - 
Majefty, that we will to the utmoft of our Power 
endeavour to render ourfelves worthy of the Conti- 
nuance of your Majefty’s Tender Regard for us of 
this Kingdom, in whom you will find a moft ready 
Difpofition to contribute all we can tothe Security 
of your Majefty’s Government, by the juft Admi- 
niftration of which and the happy Effects thereof, 
the Glorys of your Majefty’s Reign outshine the 
moft memorable Actions of former Ages.

Ordered, On Motion, That the Pamphlet Intitu- 
led, a Poftfcript to Mr. Higgin’s Sermon, very ne- 
cefflary for the better underftanding it, be Burnt by 
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the Hands of the common Hangman at the Tholfel 
of the i of Dublin, and ac the Parliament Houfe 
Door, on Thurfday nex:, between the Hours of 


Twelve and One. 
On which Bay it was burnt accordingly.
